MATTERS OVER THE RIVER,

Tne CrANBERRY TRADE,—The culture of
cranberries upow tie lowlands of New Jersey

s nmply rewarded those who embarked in the

business, Searcely ten years ago the attention
of pgmenlturalists was drawn to the importance of
vroducing this berry in Jarge quantities. The
warketl price was gradually advanciog, while the
siupply appeared to be stationary; and the natu-
ral 1rnit, unaasisted by arl or seience, became
scarce and costly, Since that time & number of
gentlemen have purchased tracts of low ground
or brg-land, always found at the neadwaters of
crecks and  rivers, especially in Burlington
Ocean, and Monmouth counties., The bhes
waters of Mullica river, dividing Atlantic and
Burlington counties, oversprend many acres of
low land adapted to the eranberry culture. In
the spring the water is easily drained off, and
very hittle labor and attention are required to
ralge a plentiful erop.

Since the construction of the Dalaware Bay
and Raritan Railroad, all kinds of fruit have
been more extensively cultivated; and now that
the needed facilities for transportation to Phila-
delphia and New York are completed, this sec
tlon will become wvustly productive, They cran-
berry trade, however, is second only to "Shat of
the strawberry; and the ditferent slzes, qualities,
shape, taste, cte,, of the one afford as many
varieties as the other, With the advance of eul-
{ivation Lhas come more than a proportionate de-
mand, Thehome consumption 3 nearly equalled
by exports, and dealers find it imposaible to fill
foreign orders, The great Impetus given to the
raising of cranberries originated with the army.
Its neldulous gualities made it as necessary to
the medical a8 to the culinary [department of
the camp, and it became an essential in every
hospital, The cessation of hostilities, it was
feared, would be u severe blow to the trade; but
still “eranberries are firm;” and preparations
are being made to devote n still larger spice of
ground to the bustness,

The three lower counties of Atlantic, Cape
May, and Cuwberland, all well watered, nossess
thousands of acres npon which cranberries can
be grown with profit; and, If we are to judge
from preparations now making, a Jarge amount
of labor and capital will be devoted to thie busi-
ness the coming season. The headwaters of the
streams in New Jersey seem to be adaPted by
pature to the culture of this berry: and, being
leas perishable than other frafts, it is destined to
gtcc&mc one of the most valuable products of the

ate,

A CugeriNG SPIRIT OoF ENTERPRISE.~—
The difficulties expenenced from the scarcity of
tenant houses, during the past vear especially,
has awnkened n spirit of enterprigse which, in the
building season, will go far townrds uu[n‘pl ylog
the demand for bouses in Camden. Several
capitalists, we learn, design putting up & num-
ber the coming season, besides those to be put
up for individuals in different portions of the
vgly. Mr. Jarvison, the extensive lumber dealer
of North Ward, will build & row ol three-atory
brick houses on s grounds on Front streel.
There will be quite a number erected, also, near
one or two other large business establishments
in North Ward,

Now that capitalists find that there is no hope
of procuring bullding material any cheaper lor
years to come at least, they are disposed to io-
vest in Fuch improvements ss will benefic the
town and add to its growth. Lots, although
still held at too high a figure, are, of course, (ar
more accessible to poor men than those on the
oppoeite side of the river, and our facilities for
crosging the river have become so perfect that
mechanics can reach the workshops in Philadel-
phia much sooner than from the suburbs of that
oity, and fhus save & great tax for cur hire,
MIVJQ- from this, taxes are now, and always will
be, much lower on this side of the river. To
those who dewire to invest in real estate we
know of no place that offers better inducements
than Camden.

Smmoe our last mocting sovornl of our number, and
n large number of soldiors of 1812, not members of
the Astocintion, have departed this life, but owing
to the continued liness of Captam ueoige Kmeriok,
the mdetatignble Chairman of our Executive Com-
mittee; we are unnble to give ther names or the
corps to which they were attached. Our numbors
aro rapidly diminishing, avd the timo 15 not distant
when the Associntion, around which olustes so many
pleagant recolleeiions, will be among the things that
wore, at least so fur as relutes to the original
moembers,

ranks and preserve itin exlstence for many yoars to
coIme.
